NOTES IN SEASON. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. already announce repeat 
orders on Beth Hillis’s historical novel of 
Jacobite times, ‘'The Girl Who Won.” It is 
illustrated in color by the Kinneys, and may 
be unreservedly recommended for hammock 
and veranda reading. 

Laird & Lee, Chicago, have just ready 
“The Soul of a Serf,” by J. Breckenridge 
Ellis. This is a romance of love and valor 
which goes back to the days of the Saxons 
for its characters and setting, and tells of 
the love of Usfrey, the serf, for Cuthberga, a 
beautiful girl, far above him, and how he 
finally won fame and his lady’s love. 

Harper & Brothers published last week a 
new Mark Twain book, “Mark Twain’s 
Speeches,” a careful collection of his earlier 
humorous lectures, to which are added a 


number of addresses delivered in recent 
years on important occasions. There is a 
characteristic preface by Mark Twain him¬ 
self, and W. D. Howells has written an in¬ 
troduction to the volume. 

Reilly & Britton Co. will have ready 
August 1 a new “Oz” book, in which under 
the title of “The Emerald City of Oz” L. 
Frank Baum again assembles all the old 
favorite characters of the children and intro¬ 
duces many new ones, so that his latest book 
collects a great party of people all made 
real in John R. Neill’s pictures, without 
doubt the best work of his career. 

Motorists who make long trips, and even 
those whose journeys do not take them out 
of their own States, will find in Twyman 
O. Abbott’s “Road Rights of Motorists” 
(Outing Publishing Co.) much indispensable 
information. The rules of the road contain 
in full the law and custom touching direction 
of travel, speed, responsibility for accidents, 
etc., then follow the motor vehicle statutes 
of all the States in alphabetical order. 

This has been a busy season for the 
woman novelist. Of the six best sellers 
throughout the United States, as reported 
in the last number of The Bookman, four 
are by women, namely: “By Inheritance,” an 
American story with a southern background, 
by Octave Thanet (Miss Alice French) ; 
“The Kingdom of Slender Swords,” a Jap¬ 
anese tale by Hallie Erminie Rives; “Lady 
Merton, Colonist,” Mrs. Humphry Ward’s 
new book, and “The Rosary.” It is not often 
that the men novelists are so “outsold” by 
the opposite sex. 

George H. Doran Company have just 
icady Mrs. Baillie Reynolds’s “Out of the 
Night,” a story of English life in which the 
heroine makes a somewhat sensational ar¬ 
rival, announcing that she is from America 
and has lost her way in the rain and dark 
of a stormy night. The girl discovers her 
aunt, an unexpected inheritance, and also 
that the man she thought the villain is really 
the hero of her story. In “Fair America,” 
by Katharine R. Crowell, is told the history 
of America for young people. To illustrate 
the succession of events a series of map- 
charts has been prepared giving a pictorial 
history of advance from 15 T 3 to 1910 . 

J. B. Lippincott Company call the special 
attention of the trade this week in the ad¬ 
vertising pages of the Weekly to the Stand¬ 
ard Juveniles, making, as well, a brief an¬ 
nouncement of the new titles and new edi¬ 
tions in preparation for fall publication. 
While there will be no reprint of a George 
MacDonald story this year, there will be a 
new edition of Ouida’s “Bimbi Stories for 
Children,” as well as an illustrated edition of 
Jean Ingelow’s fairy-tale classic, “Mopsa, the 
Fairy.” Both of these stories are uniform 
with the holiday editions of the MacDonald 
book. John Kendrick Bangs’s latest story, 
“Mollie and the Unwiseman Abroad,” is al¬ 
ready assured of a large sale. Many colored 
illustrations by Grace G. Wiederseim add 
much to the attractiveness and humor of the 
volume.

SMALL CROOKEDNESS IN RETAIL¬ 
ING. 

Good faith in retailing, a reputation for 
square dealing, is an invaluable asset—and 
it means quite a little more than mere hon¬ 
esty in dollars and cents. 

There is a dishonesty of omission as well 
as commission. It is a trade custom to 
exchange defective books. It should be a 
trade custom, when selling defective goods 
as such to mark them as defective. 

For instance, oftentimes lengthy sets lack¬ 
ing a single volume come into the remainder 
market. Thrown on the bargain counter 
they can be merchandized profitably at a 
fraction of their normal value. If special 
attention is not called to the defect, many 
purchasers, not enough bookwise to examine 
their set closely, will be misled. A case in 
point occurred recently under the writer’s 
observation; and the dealer refused to take 
back the goods from the indignant purchaser 
on the ground that the set “was not adver¬ 
tised as complete,” and that at the quoted 
price of ten cents on the dollar the pur¬ 
chaser “should have known something was 
wrong with it!” 

Whatever else this procedure is, it is cer¬ 
tainly exceedingly poor business. 

A certain large New York department 
store recently took a lot of several hundred 
copies of a book of travel in which the index 
signature had been printed on one side only. 
The books had been bound up before the 
mistake was noticed and the publisher had 
jobbed out the lot. The book was a new 
one, being widely advertised and sold else¬ 
where at $3, and at the 68 cents asked by 
the department store the defective copies 
were selling fast. 

Now it is true that the book for the usual 


general reader was a bargain at 68 cents: 
that the department store in so selling it, 
regardless of its bibliographical imperfec¬ 
tion, was giving full value. Nevertheless, 
it was tacitly sold, not as defective, but com¬ 
plete; and deception is poor morals and poor 
business every time. 

There’s another business trick, not at all 
uncommon either, that comes very near the 
line—or over it. A bookseller finds himself 
at the end of a season with a lot of shop¬ 
worn and left-over books—books with 
scratched cases or torn jackets—or other 
books, physically sound, which have proved 
to be “dead ones.” He decides to bunch 
them all together—$1.50, $1.25, $1 and 75 
cents—and make a 50 cent “bargain” clean 
up. So far, so good: the books are what 
they pretend to be—shopworn books at a 
half or a third of their original price. Sup¬ 
pose, however, to give variety and lower his 
margin of loss on the lot, this same book¬ 
seller sprinkles in with them a liberal pro¬ 
portion of 50 cent rebinds, his profit on 
which will equalize his loss on the others, 
and sells them all together under that same 
sign—^Special Sale of Shopworn Books! 
50 cents! Were $1.50, $1.25, $1 and 75 
cents!” Now that same sign, in a subtle but 
nevertheless unmistakable way, lies; and 
the bookseller who so sells rebinds is just 
so far crooked. _ 

REPORT OF ENGLISH AUTHORS COM¬ 
MITTEE ON PRICE OF NOVELS. 

Last year a sub-committee of the English 
Society of Authors was appointed to take up, 
in conjunction with the Society’s investigation 
of various publishing topics, the question of 
the retail selling price of novels. They en¬ 
deavored to discover and summarize the atti¬ 
tude of both publishers and authors, especially 
the latter. At a time when the selling price of 
fiction is as variable as it is now in England, 
with a market flooded with 1 and 2 shilling 
novels, the report of this committee, on which 
sat, among others, Mrs. Belloc-Lowndes and 
E. W. Hornung, is of peculiar interest. 

An Interim Report of this sub-committee 
was published as far back as January last. 
The final report appeared last month. 

INTERIM REPORT. 

We, the sub-committee appointed to con¬ 
sider the question of the price at which new 
novels should be issued, think we ought to 
make an interim report, having regard to the 
serious nature of the present situation. We 
feel, also, that a conclusive and comprehen¬ 
sive report upon the matter can hardly be 
expected from us, remembering the variety 
of directions in which evidence must be 
sought, and the distinct understanding that 
we have leceived that the results of certain 
experiments in the change of price of new 
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novels which—experiments are now being 
•conducted—will be given to us. 

Our first step was to invite the opinion of 
seventy-eight novelists, almost all being mem¬ 
bers of our society, who were selected as far 
as possible because they seemed to us to 
represent varying degrees of position as men 
and women of letters and greatly different 
conditions of popularity. Further, we gave 
preference in our first letter of inquiry to 
those authors whose works we knew had 
been made the subject of some experiments 
in the lowering of the original price of issue. 
The result of that inquiry was that thirty 
authors declared themselves uncompromising¬ 
ly opposed to any systematic reduction of the 
usual publishing price of the new novel, viz., 
6 s., believing that the reduction would bring 
to them, having regard to the reduced roy¬ 
alties offered, no return which would com¬ 
pensate them for the loss which they would 
sustain by not receiving the larger royalty 
upon the larger prices; seven authors believe 
the reverse of this, but their convictions were 
not expressed with any great force in all 
instances. 

Of the remaining authors to whom we 
wrote, fourteen were non-committal in their 
statements, certain of them giving informa¬ 
tion in answer to our questions, but without 
expressing opinions and leaving us to make 
deductions from the facts; nine stated that 
they were unable to give useful information, 
and from the remainder we have not yet 
heard. Much of this unclassified evidence 
was informatory to ourselves, and the deduc¬ 
tion we have drawn from it is that it con¬ 
tains no definite arguments in favor of the 
lowering of the original price of the new 
novel from 6 j. either for the benefit of the 
author, the publisher, the bookseller, or the 
public. 

We propose to collect further evidence 
from novelists during the time that must 
elapse before we can report finally. 

Our interim conclusion, that novelists would 
be unwise to allow themselves, or their 
agents for them, to enter into any contracts 
whereby it is agreed that the initial price of 
the new novel should be lower than 6 s., is 
much strengthened by the replies which we 
have received from the list of publishers to 
whom we addressed a letter asking whether 
the circulation obtained for novels published 
originally at a lower price than 6 s. would, in 
their opinion, result in a proportionate in¬ 
crease if the price were lowered. The basis 
on which we asked for information was a 6 s. 
novel of the ordinary length of about 80,000 
to 100,000 words with a circulation of at least 
3000 copies; and, further, we asked if it 
would be practicable to pay an author roy¬ 
alties on a 2s., a 2 s. 6d or a 3^- net book at 
so high a rate as on a 6 s. book; and if it 
would be practicable to consider raising the 
original price in certain cases. 

Wte desire to record our sense of the val¬ 
uable and courteous manner in which our 
questions, necessarily of a searching nature, 
were responded to by the publishers. 

Several publishers said that at the present 
moment they were not prepared to answer 


definitely, while one, who may be mentioned 
by name, because his position has been made 
public by his own letter to The Publishers' 
Circular, viz., Mr. Heinemann, pointed out to 
us that he was at the present moment en¬ 
gaged in an important experiment in the al¬ 
teration of the prices at which new novels 
should be issued, of the results of which he 
would be in a position to inform us in Feb¬ 
ruary. Other publishers who have issued 
new fiction at lower prices than 6 s. have given 
us details showing that the experiments had 
failed. 

The consensus of opinion from the publish¬ 
ers is to the effect: 

(1) ( a ) that from 9000 copies at least, to 
12,000 (the highest figure mentioned) must 
be sold at 2 s. net; 

( b ) that 8000 must be sold at 2 s. 6d. net; 
and 

(c) that 6000 copies must be sold at 3s. 
net before the author would receive the 
amount equivalent to that which he usually 
receives on 3000 copies at 6s., i.e., 4s. 6d. net. 

(2) That leaving exceptional cases out of 
count, it does not appear probable that the 
author’s circulation would be proportionately 
enhanced by a reduction in the price of the 
original issue. On this point figures relating 
to particular cases have been submitted in 
proof of the opinion. 

(3) That the same proportionate royalty 
could not be offered upon the lower prices. 
On this point the publishers are all very clear. 

Regarding these publishers, as we do, as 
thoroughly cognizant of the business side of 
the publication of fiction in the present con¬ 
ditions, and as competent to guide us as to 
the probable result of modifications or de¬ 
velopments of those conditions, we think that 
their opinions constitute a grave warning to 
authors who may be invited to issue new 
novels of the ordinary length at any price 
below 6 s. 

With regard to the issue of new novels in 
cloth binding at the initial price of. 2 s., we 
hope that this innovation is not likely to 
affect any large number of writers. Few 
publishers will make the attempt to produce 
a new work of fiction in such enormous 
quantities for a first edition as would be re¬ 
quired to pay the author and recoup them¬ 
selves. There can be no guarantee that the 
large prices which have been offered to au¬ 
thors as payment for serial rights and. roy¬ 
alties in advance under this system will be 
maintained. 

We have definite information that, with 
regard to the yd. reprints, the publishers are 
already offering far smaller sums in advance 
than in the first instance; and that even in 
the cases of authors whose books have prac¬ 
tically earned these advances they are not now 
willing to make new contracts on the old 
terms. 

We possess a large. amount of evidence 
from the booksellers upon the various ques¬ 
tions involved, but this, which has only just 
reached 11s, requires sifting and classification. 

We have received scattered information 
from several authors who have actually ex¬ 
perienced the results of the issue of new 
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novels at prices lower than 6j. In every 
case the author has suffered. 

Having, then, regard to the weight of 
opinion from those novelists whom we have 
consulted, to the responsible remarks of lead¬ 
ing publishers, and to details which we have 
received of the actual experience of authors, 
we repeat the recommendation that the nov¬ 
elist should maintain the price of the original 
production of his works at 6s. There is no 
evidence that a low price means a large cir¬ 
culation. 

ADDENDUM. 

One of us, having particular knowledge of 
the business side of literature in France, 
wishes to point out that even in the days 
when the regular price of the new novel in 
France was fr. 3.50, all the leading French 
novelists, Daudet and Zola among them, 
greatly regretted the lowering of the standard 
price to that figure. France has since been 
flooded with new novels at 9 Vzd., and the re¬ 
sult has been most disastrous to French liter¬ 
ature as well as to French authors. It has 
meant that the great mass of writers have 
new to produce novels that are short and 
sensational, and dependent for their popu¬ 
larity upon their violent appeal.

-FINAL REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE 
PRICE OF NOVELS. 

We, the Sub-Committee appointed to con¬ 
sider the question of the price at which new 
novels should be issued, beg to submit our 
.conclusions to the Committee. 

In an interim report made to the Commit¬ 
tee on December 6th, 1909, and published in 
The Author, in January, 1910, we explained 
that the collecting of evidence from the book¬ 
sellers would take some time and that its 
result would require sifting and classifica¬ 
tion. We also alluded to the fact that we 
were promised the outcome of certain defi¬ 
nite experiments in the change of price of 
new novels, which experiments were then 
being conducted; and we said that we would 
elicit further information from novelists. For 
these reasons it was necessary that there 
should be some delay before we could make 
a final report, but the serious nature of the 
situation appeared to us to warrant the lay¬ 
ing before the Committee an interim opinion. 
We have now received the further informa¬ 
tion for which we were waiting, and are 
enabled to submit our conclusions. 

We have collected since the issue of the 
interim report evidence from other novelists 
as to the advisability of an initial reduction 
of their prices from the usual figure of 6s. 
Twenty authors replied. Seventeen were 
opposed to reduction, two were indefinite, 
and one thought that he would benefit by the 
lowering of price. In the interim report the 
figures were thirty opposed to reduction and 
seven more or less in favor of it. Forty- 
seven, therefore, are opposed to reduction 
and eight in favor. 

Through the courtesy of H. W. Keay, we 
■have 'been placed in possession of the replies 


of 243 booksellers to the four questions 
which he submitted to them. The questions 
have served to elicit valuable, if doubtful, 
expressions of opinion. The figures placed 
beside the questions indicate the views taken:

1. In your opinion would you obtain 

a larger sale for a new copy¬ 
right novel of the ordinary 
length at 2s. or 3s. net than 
for one at 6j>\ subject?.

2. If an author brings out a new

sale of a subsequent novel at 
6 s. be liable to be prejudiced?.. 156 56 

3. Would the increase (if any) in 

the sales at a cheaper rate com¬ 
pensate for the smaller figure 
received per copy. In other 
words, would the larger circu¬ 
lation (if that is so) compen¬ 
sate for the reduction in price?, m 84 

4. Would you get sufficient return 

out of which to make a good 
living wage if the author re¬ 
duced the prices of publica- 
lications?. 84 93 

The booksellers, therefore, believe that a 
larger sale would be obtained for a new 
copyright novel of the ordinary length at >s. 
or 3s. net than for one at 6s. subject to dis¬ 
count ; that the issue of a new novel at the 
lower rate would damage the chances of an 
author desiring to return to 6s.; and that the 
bookselling trade would make as much or 
more under original issues at the lower prices. 
But the opinion is by no means unanimous, 
the minority replies being substantial in num¬ 
ber. The fourth question was answered from 
such various points of view that we are justi¬ 
fied in considering that the bookselling trade 
as a whole has no opinion. The conclusion 
most generally expressed was that for the 
selling of fiction to be a remunerative busi¬ 
ness to the bookseller it was necessary for 
him to be able to sell at a profit of at least 
25 per cent., an important point to which 
further allusion will be made. 

Mr. Heinemann has communicated to us 
the result of his interesting experiment in 
changing the price at which new novels 
should be issued. He was obviously unable 
to give us the exact figures in respect of each 
of the books without the permission of their 
authors, and it has not seemed to us either 
right or necessary to beg him to obtain the 
permission. We are satisfied that the want 
of success attending his interesting and en¬ 
terprising plan of making the price of a new 
novel depend roughly upon its length is a 
most powerful argument against a general 
change from the hitherto accepted price of 
6s. There were circumstances apart from its 
novelty which certainly fought against the 
plan, but these do not lead us to regard the 
result as anything but a warning to authors 
not to lower their price of issue. One au¬ 
thor, on the other hand, whose book was 
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published at a higher price than 6 s., but in 
two volumes, met with considerable success. 
The raised price was based on the length of 
the work, and the success was obtained in 
spite of the refusal of the libraries to supply 
it. We wish to record our sense of Mr. 
Heinemann’s courtesy in giving us all the as¬ 
sistance that he could, while he respected the 
confidential nature of the relations with his 
clients. 

Our conclusions, it will be seen, are so 
close a confirmation of the interim report 
that we have thought it advisable to publish 
the two reports together. 

Conclusions. 

We find that novelists would be unwise to 
allow themselves, or their agents for them, 
to enter into any contract whereby it is 
agreed that the initial price of the new novel 
should be lower than 6s. 

There is no evidence from authors or pub¬ 
lishers that the lowering of the initial price 
leads to any substantial increase in circula¬ 
tion ; while there is evidence that in certain 
circumstances the opposite has occurred.. The 
opinion of the booksellers on the question is 
too inconclusive to alter our view. The ma¬ 
jority of the booksellers believe that the low¬ 
ering of the original price would lead to a 
larger sale, but if their profit is to come by 
an improvement of their terms with the pub¬ 
lishers, as appears to be their suggestion, the 
author will have difficulty in maintaining his 
royalties at their proper figure. The book¬ 
sellers’ evidence confirms our previous view 
that where authors lower the original prices 
of their novels they will not be offered the 
same proportionate royalties as they have 
hitherto received. 

We strongly advise authors to maintain 6 s. 
as the standard price of issue of new fiction 
save in special cases. 

We feel that these conclusions need be in 
no way modified by the temporary success 
of any publishing scheme where far lower 
prices of issue are employed. In one prom¬ 
inent venture of this sort the large prices 
which are understood to have been obtained, 
are what might have been expected from the 
status of many of the authors. 

We suggest that a certain deterioration in 
the outward aspect of novels, the cheaper 
paper and the catch-penny coyer, often inse¬ 
curely sewn, is partly responsible for the cry 
for cheaper books. If the 6 s. novel, quite 
apart from its merits as a novel, looked bet¬ 
ter value for 6 s., and were in fact better 
“turned out” than it is possible to turn out 
a 2 s. novel, we are of opinion that it would 
be distinctly easier to maintain the higher 
price.

A WORLD CENSUS OF INCUNABULA. 

In a recent issue of Modern Language 
Notes George C. Keidel, of Johns Hopkins 
Lhiiversity, proposes a world census of in¬ 
cunabula, and gives some interesting notes 
regarding our present knowledge. 

The most usual bibliographic query is the 
number of titles, or rather editions, of in¬ 
cunabula. The correlative question, the num¬ 
ber of copies extant, has received less atten¬ 
tion. Most of the attempts to list incunabula 
go back to the monumental work of Ludwig 
Hain, whose Repertoriiim Bibliographicum, 
published 1S26-38, lists 16,311 editions. Dr. 
Copinger, in his Supplement to Hain, 1895- 
1902, added 6832 titles; and Dr. Reichling, 
since 1902, has published four Appendices 
with 1427 more, making a total to date of 
24 , 570 . 

Such authorities as Mr. G. K. Fortescue, 
Keeper of Printed Books at the British Mu¬ 
seum, and Mr. R. Q. Peddie, who has pub¬ 
lished the letters A-B (7128 entries) of a 
new conspectus of incunabula, estimate the 
total number at fully 30,000. Without a 
doubt of many fifteenth century books not a 
single copy is now extant, since we have 
now hundreds of cases of the survival of 
apparently unique copies. 

To estimate the number of copies of in¬ 
cunabula extant is more difficult and there 
is less data on which to base conclusions. 
Minerva, Triibner’s well-known year-book, 
gives the following figures:

Robert Hichens has just returned to Rome 
from Eastern Sicily, and is now busy drama¬ 
tizing “The Garden of Allah,” which will be 
represented first in New York and by Amer¬ 
ican actors. The play will be in three acts, 
the first showing the hotel at Beni-Mora, the 
second the garden, and the third several 
scenes in the desert. At the same time Mr. 
Hichens is working at a new novel, which 
will be brought out contemporaneously in 
America and England. It will have Italy and 
Rome as background. 

A well known author who has recently 
left New York for his summer vacation is 
Louis Joseph Vance, author of “The Brass 
Bowl,” “The Fortune Hunter,” etc. Mr. 
Vance is at present in the quaint old seaport 
of Provincetown, Mass. He is a familiar 
figure about the waters of Cape Cod, where 
he has for many seasons indulged himself in 
his favorite pastime of sailing his catboat. 
There is no doubt either that he knows how 
to sail a boat, for an old salt who read “The 
Black Bag” very carefully remarked that the 
seamanship described in it was letter perfect. 
Many of the scenes of Mr. Vance’s forth¬ 
coming novel. “No Man’s Land,” which is to 
appear in the fall, are laid along the shores 
and on the waters which he knows so well 
from his summer cruises. 

PERIODICAL NOTES. 

Beginning with the August issue the re¬ 
cently deceased Paris Modes will be merged 
with Every Woman's Magazine. 

The Conquest Magazine, published at Troy, 
N. Y., by Charles W. Hill, and edited by 
Harriet Bishop Waters, combines with the 
May issue the Federal Bulletin, heretofore 
the official organ of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs. 

The Chamber of Commerce, Watertown, 
N. Y., associated with the Light & Power 
Co., are negotiating with the Butterick Pub¬ 
lishing Co. concerning the establishment of a 
paper mill in that city to be owned by the 
Butterick Company and to be operated solely 
to supply their magazine and pattern paper. 

The Canadians are alive to-day to the 
•value of local magazines for “boom” pur¬ 
poses. The Busy East is the name of a new 
magazine just started in St. John for the ex¬ 
ploitation of Canada’s Maritime Provinces. 
It is edited by W. T. Guest and is published 
by the H. M. McAlpine Directory Company. 
Westward Ho!, which has been published in 
Vancouver for the last few years, has 
changed hands. The holdings of Charles 
McMillan, Percy F. Godenrath and A. W. 
Johnston in the magazine have been pur¬ 
chased by D. S. Ricker and his associates. 
The magazine will be considerably enlarged 
and improved and will be devoted to building 
up British Columbia. 

When it first appeared the Columbian 
Magazine was one of the saddest proposi¬ 
tions from a magazine standpoint that ever 


made its bow to the magazine buying public. 
If it makes many, more as clever turns, how¬ 
ever, as it did on its June cover it will come 
up out of the ruck in a hurry. Originally, in 
the cover painting, which was by Ernest 
Fuhr, Mr. Roosevelt was shown shaking 
hands with King Edward. Below appeared 
the word “Delighted!” Four or five thou¬ 
sand of the magazines had been printed and 
bound when news came of the king’s death. 
These were destroyed and the rest of the 
cover stock was run through the presses 
again. “Delighted!” was crossed out and 
below in black type was printed Whittier’s 
verse: “Of all sad words of tongue or pen, 
The saddest are these, Tt might have been.’ ” 
This clever getting out of a bad scrape has 
caught a good deal of notice for the Colum¬ 
bian. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Eden Phillpotts has a new novel running 
in The Cornhill, entitled “The Flint Heart: 
a Fairy Story.” 

Upton Sinclair’s latest novel, “Samuel the 
Seeker,” issued here by his publishers, B. W. 
Dodge & Co., appears in England under the 
imprint of John Long. 

Ginn & Company’s “What to do at Re¬ 
cess,” by the Superintendent of the Pittsburg 
Playground Association, breaks new ground 
in educational helps. 

It seems as if there should be a market 
here for the Brazilian Year Book, published 
by McCorquodale & Co., Ltd., 40 Coleman 
Street, London, whose Mexican Year Book 
is imported by Brentano’s. 

William Watson’s new volume of poems, 
“Sable and Purple,” appeared last week in 
England under the imprint of Eveleigh Nash. 
The titular poem is a tribute to Edward vii. 
American publication is not yet announced. 

Wycil & Company, New York, will have 
ready soon “Auction Bridge Up to Date,” by 
W. Dalton, containing also the laws of auc¬ 
tion bridge as framed by a joint committee 
of the Portland and Bath Clubs, making it 
an authority. 

William R. Jenkins Co. have just pub¬ 
lished “Don’ts in Bridge,” the latest rules 
and penalties simplified and condensed. At 
the back of the book are a series of problems 
the solutions of which may be sent to the 
author. The book will be found of value to 
both the novice and the experienced player. 

To meet the demand for missionary liter¬ 
ature called out by the present revived in¬ 
terest in missionary endeavor, Thomas Whit¬ 
taker, Inc., have reissued new popular edi¬ 
tions of Bishop Walsh’s “Heroes of the Mis¬ 
sion Field” and “Modern Heroes of the 
Mission Field.” 

The post-office authorities call attention to 
the fact that the transmission in the mails 
for Greece of letters or packets containing 
money is prohibited by the laws of that coun¬ 
try, which also provide for the infliction of a

fine or penalty on the addressees of such let¬ 
ters or packets as may be sent in contraven¬ 
tion of the law. 

Charles B. Stilwell, Witherspoon Build¬ 
ing* Philadelphia, has for sale a new popular 
planisphere, or movable map of the sky, 
which has some original devices to show the 
seasonal . and nightly rotation of the stars 
beside giving their relative positions. The 
map, which is compiled by Dr. Walter M. 
Mitchel, has an index of stars, etc., direc¬ 
tions for use. and sells for $i. 

Included among the seven peers created 
last week by King George of England was 
Harold Harmsworth, a brother of Lord 
Northcliffe. Harold Harmsworth, though 
less well known, is quite as wealthy as his 
better known brother and is considered the 
financial genius of the family, and also is 
practically the financial director of the 
Harmsworth publications. 

The Carnegie Foundation for the Ad¬ 
vance of Teaching is to issue a series of 
papers on professional schools in the United 
States. The first of these, by Abraham Flex- 
ner. “Medical Education in the United States 
and Canada,” has just appeared. It covers 
150 schools of every medical sect, gives the 
history of such education in America, infor¬ 
mation concerning courses of study, etc., and 
statistical data, arranged alphabetically by 
States. 

The C. M. Clark Publishing Co. an¬ 
nounce the forthcoming publication of “Jack 
Frost Jingles,” a book for children, by Er- 
laine Morgan, with illustrations by the au¬ 
thor ; “Hot Coals,” by Edgar L. Vincent, an 
addition to the literature dealing with social 
conditions; and Mildred Corning Crean’s 
new book, “A Daughter of To-day,” the story 
of the struggle between an unscrupulous man 
of wealth and a brilliant and conscientious 
young lawyer for the love of a noble woman. 

Charities Publication Committee have 
made a beautiful publication of “Our Slavic 
Fellow Citizens,” by Emily Greene Balch, 
who bases her work on first-hand inquiry, 
both in Europe and the United States, from 
New York to Colorado, unfortunately not 
reaching California. To the consequences of 
the emigration question she has given her 
special attention. The appendix gives a bib¬ 
liography of 26 pages and an exhaustive in¬ 
dex. 

Benziger Brothers have issued the “His¬ 
tory of the American College of the Roman 
Catholic Church of the United States, Rome, 
Italy, by the Rt. Rev. Henry A. Brann, D.D., 
of the class of 1862, rector of St. Agnes’s 
Church, New York City. The fear of mak¬ 
ing a mistake or a misstatement made Dr. 
Brann delay, the publication of his valuable 
work over, eight years, and even now he in¬ 
vites criticism and promises to weigh it care¬ 
fully. 

George W. Jacobs & Co. will bring out this 
fall a biography of Napoleon, by ex-Mayor 
Charles F. Warwick, of Philadelphia, upon 
which he has been at “work for some years. 


It is a sequel to the volumes on Mirabeau. 
Danton and Robespierre and deals with the 
close, of the French Revolution and the First 
Empire. The book will be illustrated by rare 
prints and original drawings belonging to 
Hon. William J. Latta, of Philadelphia, the 
latter having never before been seen outside 
of Mr. Latta’s collection. 

Bernard Shaw is, on occasion, as charac¬ 
teristically original as ever. In declining a 
recent invitation to a luncheon in honor of 
Rodin, the sculptor, he said that his own 
immortality was already assured. “In every 
future encyclopedia you will find ‘Bernard 
Shaw—subject of a bust by Rodin, otherwise 
unknown.’ ” Shaw concludes: “To entertain 
Rodin seems to me to be rather presumptu¬ 
ous. It. is as if Adam after the seven days 
of creation had offered a snuffbox to the Al¬ 
mighty with the remark, ‘Mv congratula¬ 
tions ! It’s quite nicely done.’ ”

Mr. Madden and others. Mr. Madden is at 
present connected with the Lewis Publishing 
Company, of University City, Mo., which 
concern is now trying to collect damages of 
$1,500,000 from the government on account 
of the post-office having barred its publica¬ 
tions from the mails several years ago. 

G. P. Putnam's Sons issue this week “The 
Future of Trade-unionism and Capitalism in 
a Democracy,” by Charles W. Eliot, Presi¬ 
dent Emeritus of Plarvard University, in 
which he gives an accurate analysis of the 
paramount industrial question of the day and 
suggests what, in his opinion, is the solution. 
The book is made of the two lectures deliv¬ 
ered by Dr. Eliot in 1909 at Kenyon College 
on the Lawill Foundation. Another book 
from this firm is by Felice Ferrero, a brother 
of Professor Guglielmo Ferrero, which is en¬ 
titled “The Valley of Aosta.” In it are gath¬ 
ered authoritative information regarding this 
valley in ancient, mediaeval and modern times, 
with appreciative descriptions of its wonder¬ 
ful scenic beauty. 

Longmans, Green & Company, in “Twen¬ 
tieth Century Socialism,” by Edmond Kelly, 
late lecturer on Municipal Government at 
Columbia University, have a clear statement 
from one who ardently believed in and sup¬ 
ported the cause of the standing of Socialism 
to-day and the aims and methods of attaining 
these aims. Mr. Roosevelt’s articles in The 
Outlook and his statements concerning So¬ 
cialism are the special object of the author’s 
explanations, as they voice what he considers 
widespread fallacies regarding socialistic doc¬ 
trines. They also have ready “The Campaign 
of Trafalgar,” by Julian S. Corbett, lecturer 
in history to the Royal Naval War College, 
in which is. given an exhaustive account-of 
the military and naval history of the famous 
campaign which has thrown such a halo of 
glory round the name of Nelson. 

Henry Holt & Company add another book 
to their American Nature Series , Group iv.. 
Working with Nature. This is Helen R. 
Albee’s “Hardy Plants for Cottage Gar¬ 
dens.” Those who know the longing for 
growing, flowering plants will appreciate this 
very readable record, illustrated by photo¬ 
graphs, of the author’s success in assembling 
within a limited area the choice varieties of 
hardy shrubs, annuals and perennials, so ar¬ 
ranged as to give a succession of bloom of 
pure color in each bed. Also this week they 
publish a new enlarged edition of Henry A. 
Beers’s “The Ways of Yale in the Consulship 
of Plancus,” a book which has already won 
favor for itself; and “Europe Since 1815/’ 
by Charles Downer Hazen, professor of his¬ 
tory in Smith College. The latter gives a 
survey of European history since the down¬ 
fall of Napoleon 1. and the reconstruction 
which followed immediately upon the mighty 
conqueror’s defeat. The same house has 
made arrangements with Logan G. McPher¬ 
son, whose “Working of the Railroads” is 
now in its fourth, and his “Railroad Freight 
Rates” in its third edition, for a book on 
“Transportation in Europe,” based on his re¬ 


cent experiences there. The publication of 
certain papers on this subject in the New 
York Sun brought numerous requests for an 
entire book on,it. The publishers are making 
the best haste possible and hope to have the 
new volume out in July, the advance demand 
for it being so large that they do not keep it 
over for fall issue, as is usual with books 
about that time of year.

Insist on having at least 200 free copies to 
send to your friends. This will please the 
publisher, who brought out the book only 
that you might get square in your Christmas 
shopping. 

If the book doesn’t sell, explain why to all 
your friends. Be sure to tell them that the 
publisher didn’t know his business, did not 
know how to advertise, didn’t “push” the 
book. Remember that your book is the only, 
etc. You must also keep well in mind the 
fact that the one thing the publisher doesn’t 
want to do is to sell books. He is in the 
publishing business by the advice of his 
physician, to have the pleasure of making the 
acquaintance of just such persons as your¬ 
self, or that he may know the fearful joy of 
hoarding up in the stock room heavy rows 
of nice new books. 

If your book by chance, or rather on its 
own surpassing merits, does succeed and a 
rival publisher asks you for your next man¬ 
uscript, by all means give it to him. The 
first fellow has no doubt made enormous 
profits off your first book, and has certainly 
had all the gambler’s joy at an unknown 
hazard. Besides he has had the pleasure of 
meeting and knowing you, and that was all 
he wanted. It was also probably all he got. 


PICK-UPS. 

SOME RULES FOR AUTHORS. 

A writer to the New York Sun gives the 
following “Inside Hints on the Treatment 
of Publishers”: 

You have lent your columns to many an 
aspiring and disappointed author. Grant the 
same courtesy to an emissary from the op¬ 
posing camp who seeks only to remove mis¬ 
apprehension and thus lead to peaceful unity. 
Allow me to formulate a few rules for au¬ 
thors from the experience of some years in 
the publishing business. 

If your manuscript is declined, write at 
once to the publisher and tell him that you 
know that it wasn’t read. Maybe it wasn’t; 
one whiff of a bad egg goes a long way. Tell 
him also that you know that the real reason 
why the manuscript wasn’t accepted was be¬ 
cause you hadn’t a “pull.” This will show 
him that you know all the ins and outs of 
the publishing business, and the next time 
you submit a manuscript he will give it more 
consideration. 

If your mariuscript is accepted, touch the 
publisher at once for $500 advance royalties. 
He is sure of making immense sums out of 
your book, and you might as well have the 
money when you want it. If you get the ad¬ 
vance, be sure when you get your statement 
a few months later to be indignant because 
the advance is deducted from your profits. 
Tell the publisher you forgot having drawn 
it and he will be only too glad to make it up 
out of his own pocket. 

While your book is in process of manufac¬ 
ture try to be helpful to the publisher. Go 
to see him every day and spend several 
hours each time telling him how to do it. 
Tell him about an “awfully attractive” cover 
you once saw—give him any little hints you 
can. Keep in mind all the time that he is 
inexperienced in such matters and that your 
book is the only book he has ever published, 
is publishing or is going to publish. Tell 
him how “awfully attractive” other publish¬ 
ers’ books are, especially those of Jones, his 
hated rival. As he has planned to sell your 
book at $1.50, insist on having it made up like 
Jones’s Grolier Scries, which sells at $12 a 
volume. 

Tell the publisher what you think about the 
proofreader, his nasty way of asking red ink 
questions and his stupid habit of messing up 
the proof with a lot of ugly little marks that 
can’t possibly mean anything. The proof¬ 
reader is only a malignant lunatic that the 
publisher hires with the sole purpose of an¬ 
noying you, so when he asks a question or 
makes a suggestion your only proper course 
is to ignore him. Or if you decide to pay 
any attention to him don’t do it till you get 
your foundry proof; this will teach him his 
proper place and make things pleasanter all 
around. 

When your book is published come in at 
once and let the publisher know how dis¬ 
appointed you are in it. He intended of 
course to make an ugly book; in fact, he tried 
hard to do it—why not give him the satis¬ 
faction of knowing that he has succeeded?
